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Boice, Shaw and Beach Sentence@® 
Prison on a Plea of Guilty--Scer 
Court. 


New York, February 20.—The e ” cts 
tion that Garrett 8. Boice and Edw 
Shaw would be placed. on trial led tt 
to the Court-house on Bergen Hill, Jerse 
City. The defendants bad been indicted for 
various crimes committed by them in their 
management of the City Bank and the Fifth 
Ward Savings Bank. Boice was. president 
of the City Bank and treasuterof the Sav- 
ings Bank and had absolute control of both. 
He bore a shining reputation for honesty 
and financial ability. He was an old resident 
of Jersey City and was prominent socially, 
politically and religiously. With his wife 
and family he livedin handsome style. on 
Columbia avenue. Shaw, who was the cash- 
ier of the City Bank, is Boice’s son-in-law. 
He was noted for the elegance of his dress 
and his excellent judgment of horses. He 
and his father-in-law spent much of their 
leisure time together. They owned one of 
the trimmest and completest. 
SLOOP YACHTS 
in New York waters and-were companions 
on many cruises. Boice, Shaw and John L. 
Beach, the bookkeeper of the City Bank, by 
a series of peculati ns, extending over a long 
period, absorbed and embezzled capital 
stock and deposits. They continued to take 
money over the counter until 3 o’clock on 
the 8th of January, and at the close of busi- 
ness had carried away the entire day’s re- 
ceipts. They also sold paper left there for 
collection and converted the proceeds to 
theirown use. The condition of the Sav- 
ings Bank was found by the examiners to be 
much better than that of the City Bank, but 
that imstitution had lost $40,000, which it 
had on deposit with the City Bank. Boice 
had also stolen about $30,000 worth of the 
assets. At9o’clock every seat in the court- 
room was occupied and the throng of people 
filled the aisles and lobbies. Judges Garret- 
son, Brinkerhoff and Frey failed to make 
their appearance at 10 o’clock, the usual 
hour, and It was said that they were await- 
ing the result of a conversation between the 
defendants and their counsel, ex-Judge 
Wm.

THE CAUSE OF THE FAILURES. 

The Tribune on iron failures. says this 
morning editorially: ‘It is worth the while 
of the iron men to inquire into the cause of 
the general strike which hurt them so badly 
at a time when all the other conditions were 
pressing wpon them sorely. They will find 
it in the very same thing which stimulated 
artificial prices and overaproduction. It was 
too much tariff. The men were aware 
that their employers enjoyed a_ bounty 
ranging from eighty to 100 » per 
cent, or in other words that 
the prices received for the wares which 
the helped to manufacture were from 80 to 
100 per cent higher than the prices of a simi- 
lar grade of goods in Europe. At the same 
time they found by comparison that the 
workmen on the iron industries, with the 
exception of a few skilled hands or special 
experts, were not paid any_ better wages 
than those who worked in unprotected in- 
dustries.

The Four Courts Watchman Says 
He Has Encountered It 
at Midnight. 
Thrilling Experiences Related by Watchman 
McLean, Who Says He Was Assaulted by 
the Spectral Visitor. 


The gory corpses of Johnny Parker and his 
wifg were still enveloped in the powder 
smoke from the murderer’s weapon when 
McLean, the night watchman of the Four 
Courts, entered the jury-room of the Crimi- 
nal Court where the lifeless bodies of the 
unfortunate couple lay. He assisted the 
officers in removing the bodies to the 
Morgue, and was more deeply impressed 
with the scene than dozens of other 
spectators who were present on the morning 
of the tragedy. McLean is an intelligent, 
sober colored man, extremely neat in his ap- 
pearance and a church member iy good 
standing. On the night succeeding the .day 
of the tragedy MeLean resumed his duties, 
and is the author of the following strange 
story. It was nearing midnight when the 
night watch™:an began his second patrol of 
the building. A gas jet, burning with a low, 
flickering flame at the Judge’s dais, threw 


out a dim, uncertain light about 
the court par. The railing separating 
the bar from the audience-room 


was shrouded in dense gloom, through which 
the yellow beams from the single light fail- 
ed to penetrate. Everything was still as

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MARRIAGE MATTERS. 
A Few Opinibns on the Proposed 
Amendment to the License Law. 
The proposition of Mr. Muench in the 
House at Jefferson City toamend the mar- 
riage license law, making it legal for any 
minister or Justice of the Peace to marry 
persons with whose age and record they are 
acquainted, has caused considerable ex- 
citement and discussion among the 


ministers of the city. The resolutions on 
the subject passed by the Baptist and Pres- 
byterian associations yesterday express the 

eneral sentiments of the ministers in these

THE REV. MR. SHIELDS 
said: “The amendment was doubtless propos~ 
ed in the interest of the Catholic clergy, who 
Jook upon marriage as a sacrament and ob- 

ect toany civil interference in the matter, 

ut I am heartily opposed to the change, 
because the present license system works 
admirably and relieves the ministers of re- 
sponsibility. We can marry all who apply 
with licenses without question or 

yithout fear, bit with this amendment 
we should -have to draw invidious distinc- 
tions, because many persons would apply for 
marriage with whom we might be acquainted 
and yet would object to marrying. It would 
bring back the old responsibility on us.” 

DR. PORTEUS 

said: “I object to the amendmenc because 


it practically - nullifies the present 
law, which I consider an_ excellent 
one. The present law protects both 


the parents and the persons performing the 
ceremony, and it works so well I dé not 
want it nullified by the proposed amend- 
ment.” 
DR. BOYD 

was very decided in his opinion. ‘‘Under 
the old law,’’ said he “‘the clergyman or jus- 
tice of the peace was placed often in very 
unpleasant positions.

The Grain Market Outlook. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 


Under date of London, February 17, Rufus 
Hatch cables the following letters: 

The press dispatches received here from 
the United States, though meagre, show the 
| floods in the Ohio Valley to be appalling, but 
| they are local compared with the universal 
'inundations here and on the Continent. 
| Floods in the past have created havoc, de- 
| struction and ruination, but the present dis- 
tress, In Its general tenor and widespread 
nature, is unprecedented, The news from 
Germany perwewnrsy is of the most pitiable 
nature. Thousands of peuple whe a few 
months ago were well to do and compara- 
tively independent are now depending upon 
neighbors and the public for sub-

The universai agricultural dis- 
tress, united with the poverty of the soil and 
the political troubles past and to come, will 
tend to inerease immigration to America.

NEW MOTIVE POWER. 


An Improvement on Horse-Power, 
Steam, Air Pressure and Electricity. 
From the New York Morning Journal. 


There is a singular car building in the 
Metropolitan Iron Werks at Hariem. To all 
appearances it resembles a modern street- 
car. The peeuliar interest that attracts the 
attention of mechanical engineers who daily 
visit the shop to inspect this object is the 
fact that this car is being constructed to run 
on an ordinary track without the aid of 
steam, compressed air, electricity or any of 
the motive forces now used for propelling 
— 

The electric railroad of Dr. Siemens at 

Berlin is a suceess as $0 the motor, but is far 
too expensive to- take the place of horses. 
Major Beaumont’s celebrated pneumatic 
motor of London worked with a pressure of 
1,000 pounds to the squareinch, but could 
not be confined to the ordinary uses of 
street-car travel. The wire-rope now work- 
ing in Chicago has many serious objections 
and is not likely to prove a practical suc- 
Cess, 
The car now in course of construction is 
called the spring-motor. It consists of an 
arrangement of springs and working-gcear 
which are attached and supported by a 
framing of two longitudinal beams and three 
iron traverse stays. ‘Lhe latter cirry the 
shafts on which the springs and their con- 
nections ride, also the working-gear for con- 
trolling the power and transmitting it to the 
car axie. There are ten castings, each con- 
taining four springs 50 feev long, 6 inches 
broad, and % of an inch thick. Two of 
these springs are fastened together, forming 
substantialiy one spriug of twelve inches 
broad. ‘The velocity of the gearing is 10.7 
revolutions for each revolution of the driv- 
ing shaft, and the number of revolutions the 
springs are capable of imparting to the shaft 
being 380, the car-wheels will turn 4,066 
times. The cireumference of the wheel is 
24% feet. When wound up.the car is capable 
of traveling a distance of 31,928 feet, or six 
niles. 

Each spring has a pulling capacity of 700 


pounds, and the whole number of springs a’ 


capacity of two and a half horse-power. The 
economy in working this new motor is its 
chief characteristic. The springs are wound 
up by a gas engine at each terminus of the 
road, occupying less than five minutes ata 
cost of less than forty cents a day per car. 
Alow estimate for keeping a street car 
horse is sixty cents a day or $4 20 per week. 
Eight horses are required for each car at 
33 Gu per week, or $1,747 20 per year, The 
new motor will be run for less than one hun- 
dred dollars per year. The car is provided 
witha “clutch brake’ and can _ readily be 


handled by one man, all the machinery being 


under perfect control.
